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NEW AUTOMOTIVE 
TECHNOLOGY PROGRAM AT 
SHELTON 

This fall Shelton State will open a new 
automotive technology program, a result of a 
partnership between the college and the 
Automobile Dealers Association of 
Tuscaloosa. The new program will be 
offered during the day and evening and will 
be housed on the Fredd Campus. 

Jerry Handley from Winfield, Alabama, 
will be the instructor for the program and 
will join the college July I . Handley was 
employed by Winfield High School before 
joining Shelton State. 

The automobile dealers are providing 12 
scholarships for this year, according to Britt 
Turner. "We are also purchasing $200,000 
in new equipment for the program. We 
couldn't continue this program without the 
support of the automobile dealers," Turner 
said. 

According to Verta Barr, one of the local 
Quality Mazda dealers, the automobile 
dealers are excited about what is happening. 
"We are short of technicians," she said. 

"We have been having to go out of state and 
out of town to recruit workers and receive 
training. We are very happy about getting 
the program going locally. Each dealer is 
sponsoring a scholarship."

ENROLLMENT AT WELLNESS 
CENTER SHOWS LARGE 
INCREASE 

Today people are living longer, 

EATING better AND EXERCISING MORE. 

This trend is reinforced by the latest college 
figures on enrollment at the Wellness Center. 
A comparative analysis of enrollment at the 
center indicates enrollment this summer is up 
over 41% from Summer Semester 1996. 

College records show that during the 
1996 Summer Semester 278 students were 
enrolled in classes at the Wellness Center. 
This year's Summer Semester enrollment 
figures have increased to over 469 students, 
a 41% growth. 

This analysis also shows the number of 
students enrolled in the program has 
increased by 239 since wellness classes were 
first introduced in 1990. The six-year report 
also shows a 319% growth in the number of 
sections offered, and a 290% rise in credit- 
hour production. 

During the 1990-91 school year, 608 
students were enrolled in the Wellness 












Center classes. Six years later, during the 
1995-96 school year, 1458 students were 
registered in wellness classes, a 239% 
increase. In 1990-91, 26 sections of 
wellness classes were offered. By 1995- 96 
the number of sections had grown to 83, a 
3 1 9% increase. Total credit-hour 
production in 1990-91 was 1171 hours 
compared to 3344 credit hours in 1995-96 or 
a 290% increase. 

According to Murphy, there are a number 
of reasons for the high rate of growth in the 
program. "People are more concerned 
about their overall health today," Murphy 
said, "In addition Shelton’s new facility has 
allowed us to increase the number of 
sections we can offer as well as the visibility 
of our program. The administrative support 
from the college is also a contributing factor. 
The public demands accountability today and 
Shelton operates a very cost effective 
program, fm the only full-time faculty 
instructor for the program, and I have one 
full-time staff member who serves as my 
assistant. We operate with work-study 
students, part-time instructors and two part- 
time hourly supervisors who open and close 
the facility and maintain equipment," Murphy 
added. 

Shelton offers the community a wide 
variety of credit and non credit classes. 
Murphy also works closely with a number of 
local businesses in offering wellness 
programs for their employees. Shelton's 
Wellness Center is open 7 a.m. - 9 p.m., 
Monday through Thursday, and 7 a.m. - 12 
p.m. on Fridays.

Jimmy received his start at Shelton State 
and was the recipient of the James B. Allen

honors. He also won numerous awards 
while at the University of Alabama. 

Everyone at the college admires Jimmy 
and his positive outlook on life, Jimmy 
credits a lot of his achievements to his 
parents who never allowed him to consider 
himself "different . " Jimmy's father always 
told him he could do anything and be 
anything he wanted.
